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Over 100 high school students spent eight hours each this summer learning about 
the operations of George Washington University Hospital as part of the Urban Service 
Corps' widening horizons program for Washington area teenagers. 

The Urban Service Corps was developed to augment the present educational offer¬ 
ings of Washington area schools and is supoorted by the Meyer Foundation. 

Designed as a phase of career guidance for the students, four two-hour sessions 
were provided to give them a glimpse of all phases of hospital operation, and to 
inform them of the opportunities in hospital work. 

During their first visit, the students toured the laboratory, patient care areas, 
service sections, food service, kitchen, laundry and housekeeping department, pur¬ 
chasing and storage. 

They visited the Nursing Department during the second session, and were briefed 
on nursing and work opportunities in the nursing field. 

The third session included a visit to the X-Ray Department, where the youngsters 

were told how they might become X-Ray technicians. A physical therapist explained 

the 

that field, and thery young men were told how they might do an apprenticeship to 
become chefs while the young women learned how they might become diet aides and 
dietitians. 

In the final session, the students were acquainted with the various employment 
opportunities in medical records and pathology. 

Over fifty students attended the first series of four sessions in July, and 
another fifty students participated in a similar series of meetings during August. 

Besides their trips to George Washington University Hospital, the students also 
visited the U. S. Departments of Statej Health, Education and Welfare; Commerce, and 
Agriculture• The program proved so successful that it will be continued next summer.

The world of economics through television: "The American Economy." 

This special television course has two direct aims: 1) To help today's 
citizens understand the economic world in which they are everyday 
participants - as consumers, jobholders, investors, and voters; and 
2) To help tomorrow's citizens by furthering the economic education 
of their teachers. 

The content of this course is modeled after the recommendation of 
the National Task Force on Economic Education and seeks to provide 
at least the minimum degree of economic literacy recommended for all 
thoughtful Americans. It will be taught in the language of the 
intelligent layman, assuming no previous knowledge of economics 
beyond that which any alert citizen might have through normal reading. 

These lessons will examine both the economy as a whole, asking questions 
about changing levels of jobs, incomes, and prices in the United States 
and major segments within the econony, focusing on such institutions 
as business firms, labor unions, farms, and households.

This course will help you build a more objective understanding 
of how and why our economic system works as it does. On occasion, 
it will present varying views of controversial issues by 
responsible spokesmen. These differences in policy will be 
presented in a balanced fashion... to help each individual 
viewer make up his own mind on how best to pursue such widely 
accepted goals as individual freedom, economic growth and 
stability. This course assumes that economic knowledge precedes 
intelligent judgements, but that such judgements are built both 
on knowledge and a sense of personal values.
